The extent to which the Truman Administration has lost its 
way amid great domestic and foreign problems, and now is 
fumbling blindly, has never been better shown than in his recent 
appointment of three com m ittees to study our economic situa­ 
tion and decide how much aid we can afford to give the other 
nations of the world. 
Everything is wrong with the plan. 
f irst, the survey is being made after, not before, our com ­ 
mitment to anti-Communist foreign aid. The nation s feet al­ 
ready have been put on the fly-paper, lf. conceivably, the com ­ 
mittees reported back we can t afford it, what can we do about 
it? 
Second, every leader— President Truman, Secretary Mar­ 
shall, and all the rest-—who has favored the plan at all has 
stressed the need for haste in carrying it out. Yet now the pro­ 
gram will mark time while the survey is com pleted. 
Third, three com m ittees are assigned to 
do a job which, 
if it is comnuttee-work at all. certainly should be handled by a 
single closely-coordinated group. 
Fourth, no group of ‘‘experts/' no matter how wise and how 
sincere, can answer the fundamental questions involved. They 
are asked to look into the future, predict what troubles lie over 
the horizon, and foresee how the country's econom y will react 
to them. 
The scheme is simply another form of Socialistic 
“planning”— and can't work any better than government plan­ 
ning has worked in the past; which is, not at all. 
The question which is on the President's mind is really quite 
simple, and can be put thus: 
‘‘Is it safe to take a chance)** 
The mere fact that the President decided to appoint these !*'‘n* Ki' ,,u

three com m ittees to study the dangers is in itself proof that !

Instead of advising the course in the old adage, "Hope for 
the best, prepare for the worst, and trust in G od," he has asked 
his com m ittees to find out for him just how far out on the thin 
ice he dares to skate.

Unfortunately, 
the political econom y 
of the successful 
financial geniuses of the past— men like Alexander Hamilton, | 
for exam ple— has com e to grips in recent years with a host of 
new theorists, mainly akin to K eynes’ theory of "expanding 
econom ies." 
A direct estim ate of the econom ic situation of the American 
nation is painfully easy to make. 
Our national debt alone is nearly equal to the entire assets 
of all the American people. 
Other obligations saddled upon 
the taxpayers bring the mortgage of debt to considerably more 
than the valuation of the national enterprise. 
How can a business be sound when its mortgage is bigger 
than its assets)
